WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP)— 
Car owners were reminded today 
that auto theft appears to follow 
a seasonal trend and usually takes 
an upturn in the cold months. 


FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
said in a statement that statistics 
for five years show December 
leading in such thefts for two of 
the years and October, January 
and April at the top during the 
other three. The low months were 
June, July and August. 


Hoover asserted that over the 
years more than 90 per cent of all 
stolen cars are recovered, but he 
said the offense continues to be 
not only a nuisance, but a source 
of staggering loss to car owners 
in damaged or wrecked vehicles.

I do not be- 
lieve that any one could seriously 
contend that military secrets 
should be published in the news- 
papers or that any one has a right 
or duty to see that military se- 
crets are made public. I believe 
that everyone, including members 
of Congress and newspaper edi- 
tors should think twice before ad- 
vocating a theory that woul lead 
to that result. 

Danger in Open Publication. 

“Whether it be treason or not, 
it does the United States just 
as much harm for military se- 
crets to be made known to po- 
tential enemies through open 
publication, as it does for mili- 
tary secrets to be given to an 
enemy through the clandestine 
operations of spies. 

“On the other hand, I do not 
believe that protection of military 
secrets should be made a cloak 
or cover for withholding from the 
people information about their 
Government which should be 
made known to them.

Apparently evidence of the re- 
lease of atomic energy into the 
upper atmosphere, where traces 
are. picked up by delicate instru- 
ments even though the explosion 
may occur thousands of miles dis- 
tant, was fortified by an actual 
record of the explosive shock. A 
congressional source said a seis- 
mographic record, like that used 
for earthquakes, was obtained and 
showed the explosion was “very 
successful.” 

It was of the nuclear fission 
type, not a hydrogen bomb explo- 
sion, it was explained in other 
authoritative quarters. 

New Blast No Big Surprise. 

There was also some evidence 
that the Russians had failed in

“He asked me not to ask him 
where the check came from,” 
Clark continued, “and I didn’t 
ask him. He said that no matter 
what Brodsky might say about 
me, I was not to let him know 
that I had received the money.” 

Clark testified Brodsky told 
him that Finnegan was “bleeding 
him white.” 

On another occasion, Clark re- 
lated, Brodsky remarked after a 
| telephone call to Finnegan: “If 
that guy doesn’t get off my neck, 
I’m going to die.” 

Asked what Finnegan wanted 
from Brodsky, Clark said: “He 
meant money, commissions on in- 
surance.” 


Tells of Listing Payments. 


Hartmann told of his examina- 
tion of the books of the Dudmar 
agency, covering the period from 
July 1949 to February 1951. He 
listed the payments, as shown in 
the firm’s incomplete records and 
in records of other agencies. 


In 1949, it was shown, Finnegan 
received $200 in currency and 
Mrs. Finnegan got checks for $500 
and $1000. In 1950, James P. 
Finnegan Jr., a law student, got 
a check for $1250 and Finnegan 
received checks for $750, $500 
and $500. That was a total of 
$4700 for the period. 

In addition, Hartmann said, a 
$1000 note Finnegan had signed 
at Mutual Bank & Trust Co., St. 
Louis, was paid off. He also re- 
ceived $300 for a trip to Colum- 
bia, Mo., and $193 for insurance 
on an automobile. 

Donald D. Kelly, general agent 
in St. Louis for the John Han- 
mock Mutual Life Insurance Co., 
testified that in the spring of 1949 
Brodsky told him he had formed 
an association with Finnegan in 
an insurance agency and that he 
expected to give Kelly consider- 
able business. 

Brodsky explained, Kelly said, 
that there were a great many 
firms in St. Louis in tax difficul- 
ties. He intimated, Kelly went 
on, that Brodsky would get a list 
of these from Finnegan, would 
follow them up and would have 
key executives take out life insur- 
ance policies in amounts to cover 
the deficiencies. 

Brodsky intimated, Kelly con- 
tinued, that Finnegan was giving 
these firms time to work out of 
their liabilities and that they 
would be receptive to the insur- 
ance proposition. 

One of the names given to 
Brodsky by Finnegan, Kelly said, 
was the Valley Steel Products Co. 
Brodsky sold the company a $30,- 
000 policy on the life of a minor 
employe, Philip Muennig. The 
higher executives were rejected 
after medical examinations, Kelly 
related. Cost of the policy was 
$23,800. 

The policy eventually was 
turned down by the Hancock main 
office because of Muennig’s 
health and Kelly said the $23,800 
was returned to the Mutual Bank 
by check. 

Walter C. Heuermann, an insur- 
ance broker connected with the 
John Hancock Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Co. office in St. Louis, testi- 
fied about a life insurance policy 
application for R. J. Blauner, 
president of American Lithofold 
Corp. Lithofold is the St. Louls 
printing firm that received $565,- 
000 in loans from Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation after .Finne- 
gan and Boyle were put on the 
payroll.

Finnegan Squirms in Chair. 
Squirming in the witness chair, 
Finnegan admitted to the House 
Ways and Means subcommittee 
yesterday that he received $2250 
from delinquent taxpayers in St. 
Louis in 1948 and 1949. But he 
insisted the money paid to him 
by Karol Kell Garments, Inc., and 
its owners, J. D. Goldberg and 
Samuel Abramovitz, represented 
legal fees for work that had no 
connection with their delinquent 
taxes. 

‘Finnegan sat florid-faced beside 
two representatives of the St. 
Louis Internal Revenue office. 
They were Deputy Collector Louis 
R. Ligibel and Henry Rathert, 
special agent of the intelligence 
unit, who took part in the Finne- 
gan investigation. 

Testimony by Ligibel and Rath- 
ert showed that Finnegan received 
five payments of $250 each from 
Karol Kell Garments, now out of 
business, and an 2.filiate, Yosel 
Creations, Inc. At the time, the 
two garment firms owed from 
$10,000 to $27,000 in taxes. Fin- 
negan received an _ additional 
$1000 when Abramovitz owed 
$10,000 in back taxes, the Hov.:2 
committee was told. 

Paid for ‘Counseling,’ He Says. 
Finnegan insisted all the pay- 
ments were made to him by Ab- 
ramovitz for “counseling,” al- 
though some of the money came 
through Karol Kell, which had an 
office at 905 Washington avenue 
and a factory at 615 North Ninth 
street. 

Finnegan said he never repre- 
sented the corporations as an at- 
torney but was paid for advising 
Abramovitz in real estate matters. 
It was braught out in the 
questioning of Finnegan, Ligibel 
and Rathert, that the $250 pay- 
ments to Finnegan were made by 
Karol Kell and Yosel in June, 
July, August and December 1948 
and in January 1949. During that 
period, the companies’ tax liability 
increased and arrangements were 
made by Finnegan for the col- 
lector’s office to accept $425 a 
week in payments on the tax de- 
linquency. Later this sum was 
reduced to $250 a week. 
Ligibel testified he questioned 
the reduced payments but was 
told by Finnegan to accept them 
because the company was operat- 
ing on a reduced schedule. 

In January 1949, Ligibel re- 
lated, he and his_ supervisor, 
Thomas McClintic, went to see 
Finnegan about the increasing 
tax liability of Karol Kell. By 
then the liability had reached 
$27,000 and there was a question 
whether tax liens should be filed. 
“Finnegan .said he was the 
boss,” Ligibel testified. *‘McClin- 
tic said we may be severely crit- 
icized for this.” 

On hearing this testimony, Fin- 
negan began waving his arms. 
When he was permitted to make 
a statement later, he said he 
could not recall any such con- 
versation but he knew part of it 
never occurred because “anyone 
in St. Louis who knows me knows 
I don’t throw my weight around. 
I never boasted to anyone that 
I was the boss.”

highways and adding 12,000 miles 
of rural roads to the state-main- 
tained highway system. 

Already pending before the 
Senate is a House-approved bill 
to increase the state gasoline tax 
from 2 to 3 cents a gallon. This 
would provide an additional $12,- 
300,000 a year in state road rev- 
enues. 

Chief Source of Revenue. 

The increased gasoline tax and 
truck fees would raise the bulk 
of the $236,941,702 in new high- 
way funds needed to carry out 
the proposed program. Other ad- 
ditional revenue for the program 
would come from the new auto- 
mobile use tax, passed earlier this 
year; higher truck trailer fees and 
an increase in the diesel motor 
fuel tax from 2 to 3 cents a 
gallon. 

Before reporting the truck and 
bus fee bill for Senate action, the 
Highways Committee revised the 
proposed schedule of truck li- 
cense fees in accordance with 
recommendations made to the 
committee yesterday by George

Transport Co. of St. Louis.

Two 17-year-old youths yo 
fled in a stolen automobile after 
two burglaries in University City.

Text of President’s RS

States Problem. 


In its simplest terms, the prob- 
lem is what we should do to keep 
military and related secrets from 
falling into the hands of enemies 
of the United State’. I do not 
believe that any one could ser- 
iously contend that military sec- 
rets should be published in the 
newspapers or that any one has a 
right or duty to see that military 
secrets are made public. I be- 
lieve that everyone, including 
members of Congress and news- 
paper editors, should think twice 
before advocating a theory that 
would lead to that result. Whether 
it be treason or not, it does the 
United States just as much harm 
for military secrets to be made 
known to _ potential enemies 
through open publication, as it 
does for military secrets to be 
given to an enemy through the 
clandestine operations of spies. 

On the other hand, I do not 
believe that protection of mili- 
tary secrets should be made a 
cloak or cover for withholding 
from the people information 
about their government which 
should be made known to them. 
I believe that everyone, includ- 
ing government officials, should 
try to prevent this from 
happening. 

It is easy to agree on these 
two objectives, but it was diffi- 
cult to establish the means for 
accomplishing both of them. 

In those agencies of the Gov- 
ernment primarily concerned \. ith 
national security matters, such as 
the Department of State and the 
Department of Defense, we have 
had for a number of years a sys- 
tem of classifying information to 
preventing its disclosure to unau- 
thorized persons when it would} 
be dangerous to the national se- 
curity. This system has worked 
reasonably well, althouc’ it has 
not in all instances prevented the 
publication of information which 
aided our enemies against the 
United States, and in other cases 
it has been used to classify in- 
formation which actually had no 
particular relationship to national 
security. 

Other Agencies Get Secrets. 


In the present defense mobill- 
zation period, it has become nec- 
essary in an increasing number 
of cases .to make military secrets 
available to executive agencies 
other than the military depart- 
ments in order that these other 
agencies might effectively per- 
form their functions that are 
necessary in supporting the de- 
fense effort. 

It is also necessary for some 
of the civilian agencies such as 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
and the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation, for example, to originate 
and protect some information vital 
to our defense. It should be read- 
ily apparent that military secrets 
in the hands of these other

The purpose 
is to provide that these other 
agencies shall provide the same 
kind of protection that these 
other agencies shall provide the 
same kind of protection that is 
provided in the military depart- 
ments. 


Another purpose of the order—

tional security. 

In other words, one of the pur- 
poses of this executive order is 
to correct abuses which may have 
grown up by use of over-classifi- 
cation of information in the name 
of national security. 

I think this executive order 
represents a reasonable approach 
to a very difficult problem. I 
think it will work in the public 
interest and I expect to watch it 
closely to see that it is not used 
as an excuse for withholding in- 
formation to which the public is 
legitimately entitled.

and how did Bill Boyle get where he is? 
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THE ADMINISTRATION 


Boyle's Law 


(Seé Cover) 

“T’ve certainly striven to conduct my- 
self as my mother would wish me to,” said 
William Marshall Boyle to a Senate in- 
vestigating committee. Many citizens mis- 
takenly assumed that this statement by 
the chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee was a piece of pious patter. 
But Bill Boyle was in sober earnest. His 
mother is still honored in Kansas City as 
one of Boss Tom Pendergast’s best pre- 
cinct workers of the 1920s. Friends of the 
family, discussing Bill Boyle, say some- 
what’ condescendingly that he is a nice, 
pleasant fellow; Clara, his mother, now 
retired, was “the politician of the family.” 

The political climate at certain high 
altitudes of the Truman Administration is 
the climate of Clara Boyle’s generation of 
machine politicians. The big-city machines 
were a lot huskier then than they are 
today. They recruited thousands of people 
like Clara Boyle, who considered them- 
selves and were considered by their neigh- 
bors as decent, God-fearing men & women 
(It would never have occurred to Clara 
Boyle that her friend Tom Pendergast was 
a crook; they both attended the Visitation 
Roman Catholic Church.) The machine 
politicians of the precincts and the city- 
hall corridors had ethical standards which 
were, in all the everyday affairs of life, as 
high as those of their communities. In 
politics, however, they had a special code: 
it was not wrong to take personal advan- 
tage of a political position. It was terribly 
wrong to fail in helping a political friend 
even if the help might involve some 
damage to the public interest. 

This code is in force again in Washing- 
ton. It was absent—or nearly absent—for 
a long time. After the Harding scandals, 
the Coolidge and Hoover administrations 
were as clean as Washington had been for 
generations. The New Dealers were dedi- 
cated men: some were dedicated to ideas, 
some to their magnetic leader and some to 
the personal acquisition of power. They 
were not boodlers, grafters or dealers in 
personal “influence” in the old machine 
sense. To most of them, a job applicant 
recommended by a political boss had two

strikes on him. They had a contemptuous 
name for politicians: pols. From 1933 
until. late in the war, the: New Dealers 
kept the pols down. About 1944 the pols 
began to seep back. Harry Truman opened 
the floodgates. 

Green Pastures. The New Deal vastly 
increased the opportunity to make private 
hay with public funds and the pols who 
came after 1944 were not dedicated men. 
A friend was a friend, a favor was a 
friendly act, and a gift was a friendly act 
in return, and why in the hell.shouldn’t a 
man get a little something for all his hard 
work and loyalty to the party? 

The Democratic burro was hungry for 
party funds, and some of the men. who 
carried the party load of getting out the 
vote were hungry for personal rewards. In 
expanded federal agencies there were green 
pastures for both. The friendship boys 
from city hall, who made up the Demo- 
cratic burrocracy, thrived on the new bu- 


‘reaucracy. 


The Chicago Daily News recalled last 
week that Tom Pendergast used to hand 
out signed cards that said simply: “This 
man is my friend.” The card, said the 
News, “promised nothing, but it was im- 
munity from everything.” 


To understand the spirit behind Tom 
Pendergast’s card is to understand the 
ever-mounting spate of scandals in Wash- 
ington. Most of the men accused, includ- 
ing Bill Boyle, are sincerely indignant at 
the charges against them. They have done 
nothing that they consider wrong, nothing 
that was not approved or tolerated in the 
political environment where they learned 
the game, nothing that was not done in 
Washington years ago. Public criticism of 
their actions strikes them as strange and 
unfair. | 

The new intensity of the criticism is 
based partly on two new factors: 1) the 
welfare state and government-in-business 
present too many opportemities to be run 
on the old city-hall basis; 2) Washington 
is the capital of the free world, which is 
locked in a fight for its life over moral is- 
sues with the Communist world. Boyle’s 
law, the code that he and his kind live by, 
is not the worst code around. It just isn’t 
good enough for 1951. 

What is Bill Boyle’s law, and how did 
he come by way of it to his present emi- 
nence and notoriety?

Ranking eleventh in population 
among the states, Missouri had a 
1950 count of 3,954,653, an in- 
crease of 4.5 per cent. 


The first six cities in popula- 
tion ranking are St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, St. Joseph, Springfield, 
Joplin and Independence. 

Independence made the great- 
est percentage gain, going from 
16,066 in 1940 to 36,963 in 1950. 
Much of this gain was due to the 
addition of heavily populated 
areas annexed since World War II. 

Of the other five leaders, St. 
Louis went from 816,048 in 1940 
to 856,796 in 1950; Kansas City 
from 399,178 to 456,622; St. Joseph 
75,711 to 78,588; Springfield from 
61,238 to 66,731, and Joplin from 
37,144 to 38,711. 


RED CZECH LEADER 


REPORTED OUSTED 
OVER OATIS CASE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP)—

Gen. Benjamin Menendez has 
been sentenced to 15 years in 
prison for leading the unsuccess- 
ful revolt against the Peron gov- 
ernment last Friday, it was re- 
ported reliably today. 

The prosecution had asked the 
supreme armed forces council try- 
ing the officers involved in the 
revolt to sentence Menendez to 
death. 

Eight other officers involved in 
the rebellion also received sen- 
tences ranging up from a mini- 
mum of two years, the reports 
said. The sentences, which must 
still be signed by: President Juan 
D. Peron, were to be announced 
officially later. 

Menendez was arrested shortly 
after loyal forces put down the 
five-hour uprising.

Not Merely Propaganda. 


These statements are obviously 
intended to apply pressure on the 
Red leaders, but they should not 
be taken merely as propaganda. 
The autumn offensive is under 
way and, if it continued, it may 
provide some bitter surprises for 
the Reds. 


When the cease-fire talks start- 
ed, our planners felt there was 
about an even chance of reach- 
ing an agreement. The Red Chi- 
nese and North Koreans had 
taken a severe beating and had 
met with a real defeat. The Reds 
were under pressure because they 
had been defeated. We had reason 
for a slowdown in fighting be- 
cause the period of bad weather 
for flying was coming up and the 
Air Forces could do little to as- 
sist the ground forces. 


Since the talks started the Chi- 
nese have recouped their losses 
and have been able to build up 
supplies for a new offensive. The 
North Korean army has been re- 
organized in Manchuria. The 
Soviet Union has supplied tanks 
for two small tank divisions and 
has furnished an estimated 1200 
planes to the Chinese.

Outdated Planes Flown by R.AF. 
Could Not Stop Atomic Bombing 


Britain Skipped Sabre-Type Jets to Make 
Ultramodern Ones— Two More Years 
Needed for Effectiveness.

Easy Run for Planes. 


From Russia’s western bases to 
the British Isles is an easy run 
for today’s combat planes.

In your editorial “Who’s Inflationary 
Now?” you conclude: “If farmers are 
getting less—consumers are still paying 
more—who is getting the margin, and 
why?” 

We farmers sometimes wonder, too! 
Farmers are getting less. We know that 
wages and transportation costs have 
gone up, so that processing and han- 
dling of food costs more than formerly. 
But does that account for all the in- 
crease? 

It seems to me that your paper, in- 
stead of egging on consumers to louder 
cries of rage, could make an honest ef- 
fort to answer your own question! 

That would be more in line with the 
policy that has made the Post-Dispatch 
a great newspaper, and eliminate a defi- 
nitely narrow and prejudicial streak in 
your thinking.

Two Stories on Defense 


Just what can the people believe about mill- 
tary appropriations? The action of the Senate- 
House conference committee in cutting four bil- 
lion dollars from the defense bill will increase 
the public bafflement and make many people 
wonder how far the Administration and its ¢on- 
gressional spokesmen can be trusted to tell them 
the straight story. 

Originally the House appropriated 56 billion 
dollars for defense. The Senate committee added 
to this five billion for expansion of air power. 
Senator O’Mahoney told the Senate and the pub- 
lic that a total of 61 billion was absolutely essen- 
tial. 

The Wyoming Senator spoke about the “fan- 
tastic” new weapons to be procured. He empha- 
sized the long weeks of study which his commit- 
tee had devoted to the military budget. He ar- 
gued, in effect, that all the cutting that could 
safely be done, had been. done, and when one 
Senator had the temerity to suggest further 
economies he smeared him with the veiled hint 
that his words might give comfort to Moscow. 

So the Senate at length accepted the extra 
five billion for air_power and, after cutting some 
other outlays, sent the bill to conference. Evi- 
dently House members were less willing to write 
a blank check than the Senate. As a result the 
fund has been trimmed to one billion dollars, 
bringing total military appropriations down from 
61 billion to 57 billion. 

Senator O’Mahoney, explaining and defending 
this cut, now says it was made because Pentagon 
leaders failed to produce detailed plans for 
spending five billion. When the military men 
were asked to support their request they sent 
up, instead of plans for air power, plans for real 
estate purchases and public works. The con- 
ferees therefore decided to grant only one bil- 
lion of the extra fund and to review the sub- 
ject at the next session. 

That is a sensible approach. But if it is sensi- 
ble now, why was it not sensible when the ap- 
propriations bill was before the Senate? How can 
an “indispensable” appropriation become dispen- 
sable within the space of a few weeks? What do 
Senator O’Mahoney and the Administration ex- 
pect the people to believe about defense when 
the country is told one story in September and 
another in October? 

It is about time that the Administration de- 
cided to deal frankly with the people. Americans 
do not like to be misled and they do not like 
to be frightened into vital decisions. 
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Finnegan Returns to the Stage 

It was inevitable that St. Louis’ James P. 
Finnegan should appear again before a con- 
gressional investigating committee. On his Sen- 
ate appearance, though a resigned Collector of 
Internal Revenue under hottest fire, he was 
jovial if not Jovian. He bore his charges, as 
he had worn his official duties, so lightly as to 
suggest that in his mind they did not even exist. 

Now he tells a House Ways and Means sub- 
committee that he received $2250 from delin- 
quent income taxpayers in 1948 and 1949. These 
fees, he says, were for “legal” business and had 
nothing to do with the fact that one company 
was behind $10,000 in payments due in the 
income tax office for which Mr. Finnegan was 
the official Collector and another was behind 
$27,000. 

Judgment can be suspended until all the 
Finnegan testimony is in but meantime ordinary 
taxpayers without special drag at the income 
tax office cannot be blamed if they think of 
Mr. Finnegan’s defense in the light of the simi- 
lar “no influence” plea of William M. Boyle Jr. 
Lightning surely is striking in a lot of coinci- 
dental places. 

Commissioner of Internal Revenue John B. 
Dunlap has one of the biggest jobs in the whole 
country. It is up to him to restore the integrity 
of the federal income tax collecting system. To 
do so he will have to be resolute in making the 
faithless pay for their sins. The alternative is 
to give the rank-and-file of honest taxpayers to 
understand that they cannot trust the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue. 
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He Saw Them Die 

Robert Watkins, 19-year-old soldier who was 
wounded three times in Korea, is home in Cin- 
cinnati on a 30-day furlough. He went into the 
Red Cross blood bank, rolled up his sleeve and 
said: 

I saw about 40 guys die because they 
couldn’t get blood when wounded. I thought 
it was a good idea to give back the pint I re- 
ceived over there to help somebody else. I 
came back on borrowed blood—now let 
somebody live on mine. 

And yet St. Louisans month after month pro- 
vide only half of the modest blood quota which 
is asked of them by the Red Cross.

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Why Not Visit One and See? 


Anybody who thinks it necessary to hire a 
fancy publicity agent to get news into the papers 
should consider the public libraries of the coun- 
try. Right now the American Library Associa- 
tion is celebrating its seventy-fifth anniversary 
and without any pressure at all two libraries 
land themselves into the news columns along 
with Mr. Boyle, Korea and the Veiled Prophet. 

At Effingham, IIl., high school boys have been 
invited to move 3000 books to a new library by 
the human chain method. In Stamford, Conn., 
the head librarian, Miss Mary Louise Alexander, 
invited passers-by to enjoy the Dodgers-Giants 
games on the library’s TV set. | 

These bits of news are all to the good. They 
show librarians reaching out into their commu- 
nities. Too many people are inclined to take their 
libraries for granted. They are glad to know that 
the library is there if they ever want to look up 
something or to borrow a book. They do not 
realize how many people look things up every 
day and borrow books and magazines as regu- 
larly as they breathe. 

But books and magazines are only a part of 
the materials of a city library today. Music ma- 
terials, pictures and prints, films, government 
publications and bulletins, reading and study 
lists, these and others are cited by Robert D. 
Leigh in his excellent book, “The Public Li- 
brary in the United States.” The St. Louis Pub- 
lic Library, for example, now has a copy of the 
entire catalogue of the Library of Congress. Thus 
it is possible by going to the reference room at 
Thirteenth and Olive to find out all the titles 
that the country’s greatest library has on any 
subject. 

Considering the relatively low cost of libraries 
—or rather the usual lack of support for them— 
it is doubtful whether any unit of local govern- 
ment provides more for the money than do 
these “people’s universities” as Alvin Johnson 
has called them. Libraries give value received 
and much more. 

A good way to participate in this A.L.A. birth- 
day celebration- would be to go to the nearest 


public library and find out what it has to offer. 


Those who do so will be welcomed—and pleas- 
antly surprised. Not all libraries can afford TV 
sets and ball games, but almost uniformly they 
have skilled, friendly and co-operative staffs. 
At the risk of disturbing patrons who are en- 


grossed in their reading, here’s a rousing cheer . 


for the modest men and women of America’s 
libraries. They, too, are protectors of our free- 
dom. 
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Flat No for Wishful Thinkers 


A man who is a leading authority on atomic 
energy and its military uses, Chairman Gordon 
Dean of the Atomic Energy Commission, has 
come out with some authoritative information. 
That information is a “flat no” to all the theoriz- 
ing that a major switch to atomic weapons might 
make the United States invincible and also cut 
military costs in half. 

That “flat no” should resound long and loud 
in the ears of all the wishful thinkers, the 
dreamers ‘and the plain uninformed who suc- 
cumb to rosy pictures of push-button warfare, 
magic weapons, robot armies and impregnable 
Maginot lines. Chairman Dean stands with Sec- 
retary of Defense Lovett and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff in relying heavily on the conventional 
weapons of today until the weapons of the fu- 
ture are at least within a few leagues of the 
production line. 

Testifying before a House subcommittee, Mr. 
Dean denied that an extra six to 10 billion dol- 
lars given to the AEC now might avert a war 
and save up to half of the 1952 military budget. 
And yet, this is exactly what Senator McMahon 
of Connecticut, chairman of the Joint Commit- 
tee on Atomic Energy, has been urging! 

Moreover, Senator McMahon had said that if 
atomic weapons were mass produced, the cost of 
a single atomic bomb would “become less than 
the cost of a single tank.” An intriguing pros- 
pect, indeed! Mr. Dean, however. says that while 
the cost of an atomic bomb probably can be. 
brought down, eventually its cost would be 
closer to that of “a few tanks” and large, expen- 
sive ones at that. 

Gordon Dean went to the essence of the mat- 
ter when he said there is no “quick and easy 
method of procuring total security.” 
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When the Going Gets Tough 


The rebuke to President Truman and 
Congress for inaction this year on the Hoover 
reforms is particularly telling. It is so because 
the reform program has only just now reached 
the stage of the real test. The 35 per cent of 
the program put into effect last year and the 
year before was the easiest part. The fate of 
the remaining 65 per cent will show whether 
sufficient organization and methods can be set 
up despite the heaviest opposition embattled 
bureaucracy can offer. 

Dr. Robert L. Johnson, chairman of the Citi- 
zens Committee for the Hoover Report, said in 
administering the rebuke that President and 
Congress have “almost wholly disregarded” the 
reform program this year although substantial 
improvements still cry out to be made. Political 
appointment of postmasters continues a costly 
inefficiency, as does political appointment in the 
Internal Revenue Bureau—the latter a fault that 
has encouraged the corrupt practices with which 
that agency is now found to be riddled. 

Forty agencies of government provide medical 
services. Five big systems provide hospitaliza- 
tion. Three separate services handle land man- 
agement. The Army Corps of Engineers and the 
Interior Department’s Bureau of Reclamation 
compete extravagantly for public works. Civil 
service has not been improved in its 67 years. 

All the improvements called for in these fields 
of government will step on toes, and none of 
them are little toes, they are all big toes. A 
score of reform bills were introduced in the Sen- 
ate seven months ago, but about the only actual 
accomplishment in governmental reform this 
year is the replacement of an administrative 
board with a single RFC administrator. 

Do the President and Congress mean business 
about improving the operations of the executive 
department, or do they mean only as much busi- 
ness as they can transact without serious opposi- 
tion, pulling in their horns at the first show 
of a fight? 
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Irrelevant to Price Control 


The OPS. made itself faintly silly by sallying 
forth on the night of the Veiled Prophet ball to 
enforce ceiling prices on the parking lots. 

This was, of course, a great convenience to the 
Veiled Prophet’s guests, who have had to put 
up with the annual parking-lot gouge as one of 
the traditions surrounding the ball. But it con- 
tributed nothing to the august cause of price 
stabilization, it did not help to control the cost 
of living, it did not save the taxpayers any in- 
flated costs of national defense. 

The energies of the OPS enforcement staff 
ought to be conserved for something that mat- 
ters. One agent checking on the price of pork 
is worth two checking on parking lots one night 
in the year. 

The OPS, like the OPA before it, is always 
in danger of discrediting its useful activities by 
paying attention to the useless ones. Until re- 
cently the price of getting married by a justice 
of the peace was under stabilization controls. 
The OPS did well to eliminate that piece of 
foolishness, and it should resist all pressures for 
comparable forays into irrelevance. 
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Catharsis 

At this moment, we do not care much who 
wins the World Series. What goes on at Yankee 
Stadium is bound to be anticlimax to what went 
on at the Polo Grounds Wednesday. 

Man for man, as everybody said, the Dodgers 
had the best team im the National League. 
Granted. So be it. Q.E.D. Best team in the 
league, man for man. 

So what happens? So the Dodgers blow a 13- 
game lead and those gorgeous Giants come from 
behind to tie them for the pennant on the last 
day of the season. So then they have a playoff, 
see, and they split the first two games, and then 
the Giants come from behind in the last game, 
all the way up that long hill again, to win in the 
ninth on Bobby Thomson’s three-run homer. 

Proving several things. Proving, first, that 
retribution strikes sternly against baseball play- 
ers who kick in the door of the umpires’ dress- 
ing room. Proving that Leo Durocher was abso- 
lutely right to wear the same pair of socks for 
the last two weeks, and to conduct that third- 
base ritual of his, donning Thomson’s mitt and 
tapping the base twice with his right toe, at the 
start of every inning.

Senator Benton’s motion to oust McCarthy 
from the Senate. ‘ 

In defending Mr. Green, may I point 
out that I have published a number of 
articles which were extremely critical of 
Communist infiltration.in our Government 
and Communist in- 
fluence upon our 
policy in Asia. I 


shave been equally 


outspoken in my 
published criticism 
of the fuzzy-minded, 
well-meaning and 


confused pseudo-lib- 
erals who have allied 
themselves with 
Communists, pro- 
moted Communist 
causes and are seek- 
ing to prevent the 
full facts about Com- 
munist influence 
from coming to lignt. 

In fact, I believe that the Communist 
Party should be outlawed—not because 
of its odious doctrines—but because it is 
controlled by a hostile foreign power. We 
should not permit an instrumentality of 
— Soviet Government to operate on our 
soil. 

But my hatred for Communism does 
not blind me to the fact that Mr. Green 
is being subjected to unfair criticism. I 
have known Mr. Green for many years 
and have the highest respect for his in- 
tegrity, his character, and his intellectual 
attainments. He is recognized as one of 
the leading authorities in the United 
States on the Constitutional guaranty of 
free speech and has written widely on 
that subject.

No Sympathy for Communists 


John R. Green’s defense of the Commu- 
nist, John Gates, is not based on any sym- 
pathy with the Communist cause, but upon 
his fundamental disagreement with the Su- 
preme Court on a question of constitu. 
tional law involving the Bill of Rights. 
From many discussions of Communism 
with Mr. Green, I am sure that his views 
about Communists and their pseudo-liberal 
camp-followers are not greatly ‘different 
from my own. 


In his petition, Mr. Green points out 
that the crux of the case made against 
the Communists is that they have con- 
spired to overthrow the Government of 
the United States, whereas the indictment 
charged them, not with conspiracy, but 
with teaching and advocating revolution. 
He believes that to convict them of teach- 
ing and advocating revolution violates the 
constitutional protection of free speech. 
He thinks they should be prosecuted, not 
under the Smith Act, but under the Con- 
spiracy Statutes. 

Whatever the merits of Mr. Green's 


viewpoint, he is defending Gates because 


of Mr. Green's devotion to the principles 
of Constitutional law as he construes 
them. He is serving without fee. He has 
taken the case because. of the principle 
involved and despite the fact that he hates 
Communism, and I respect him for fol- 
lowing the dictates of his conscience. 


In paying tribute to the high character 
and integrity of John Raeburn Green, I 
do not want this letter to be construed as 
approving the effort to oust McCarthy 
from the Senate. The attempt to oust Mc- 
Carthy is an attack upon our fundamental 
liberties. No matter how outrageous the 
conduct of a Senator may be (and many 
of them have abused their privileges), 
minority rights will disappear if the ma- 
jority party can oust a Senator at will. 
A Senator or Congressman should be an- 
swerable to the voters, and to no one else. 


Proper to Expel for Fraud 


The constitutional provision that “each 
house may punish members for disorderly 
behavior and, with the concurrence of 
two-thirds, expel a member” does not con- 
template use of expulsion for political 
censorship. It would be proper to expel a 
member who obtained his seat by fraud or 
one who was convicted of crime. 


But to expel a member for his political 
activities, however odious they may be, is 
to destroy the independence of the indi- 
vidual Senator and Congressman. Either 
a Senator or Congressman is answerable 
for his political conduct only to the voter, 
or he is controlled by some other body. 
In the latter case, he cannot be inde- 
pendent, whether that body be the house 
of which he is a member or the executive. 


Our whole constitutional concept and 
the Bill of Rights are based upon the idea 
of limitations upon Government and the 
separation of governmental powers. If a 
Senate or House majority may coerce and 
control a member on political matters, it 
would destroy this whole Constitutional 
concept. 

Three hundred years ago, Charles I 
tried to intimidate Parliament by making 
its members answerable for what they 
said. The immunity of Senators and Con- 
gressmen provided by the Constitution 
was based upon the fact that history 
proves that it is the only way to make 
them independent. 


Censorship Is Totalitarian 


It is no more possible to stop Senators 
and Congressmen from abusing their priv- 
ileges, without destroying their independ- 
ence, than it is to stop the, far more 
frequent, gross abuses of which the Amer- 
ican press is guilty, without destroying 
freedom of the press. 

Censorship is totalitarian in concept, 
whether it be applied to the statements 
and conduct of a Senator or to what news- 
papers may publish. The people who are 
attempting to oust McCarthy either are 
completely ignorant of the history of lib- 
erty or else they are deliberately trying 
to undermine the basic liberties of the 
American people. 

In defending the right of John Raeburn 
Green to follow his conscience, I do not 
want to create the impression that I ap- 
prove of the attack upon basic American 
liberties represented by the attempt to 
oust McCarthy from the Senate.

Between Book Ends 


They Dropped From the Sky 
THOSE DEVILS IN BAGGY PANTS, by Ross S$. Carter. 

(Appleton-Century-Crofts, Inc., 299 pgs., $3.) 

There were 40 in this particular para- 
chute platoon when the soon-to-be-famous 
Eighty-second Airborne Division began 
training. There were three when the war 
ended. Their story 
is told by one of the 
survivors, Ross S. 
Carter, who writes 
awkwardly at times 
but in a straightfor- 
ward and unassum- - 
ing style. He should 
be convincing to 
most veterans. There 
is none of the neu- 
rotic, none of the 
purple passage in his 
beok. It is a simple 
account of how a pla- 
toon of orcinary fel- 
cae lows beefed, wench- 
Ross S. Carte ed, aot arean. 
rowed among themselves, raised hell in 
general and yet were imbued with such a 
spirit of camaraderie that they made des- 
perate jumps and fought with an unex- 
celled tenacity and fervor. Bursts of humor 
and death, sometimes in most grisly form, 
are on almost every page. 

The good-natured and erudite “Arab” 
carried a worn copy of Homer everywhere 
he went; shrimplike Finkelstein fought like 
a madman; lumberjack Duquesne lied 20 
years off his age to get in; Carlton was a 
big Texas cowboy; the four “Air Raid 
Wardens” knew they were going to die 
ana toasted Death. And there was Losyk, 
first to die, “a lean, happy-go-lucky guy” 
making a practice jump in the states, 
“. . . Something bulleted past me ut- 
tering horrible shrieks,” writes Carter. “It 
was Losyk falling like a rock with his 
chute stringing out above him. I saw him 
hit, bounce several feet and lay quiet.” 
These and other characters give this sol- 
dier’s chronicle the feeling of authenticity. 

In Africa the brass called off practice 
jumping because of the cacti and the hard 
rocky desert. But not before: “Two of the 
boys landed in giant cacti trees which 
held them suspended and screaming from 
the terrible agony of being made. into 
human pincushions. They died an awful 
death before we could get to them.” 

When the division jumped in Sicily, Al- 
lied antiaircraft guns shot down more of 
them than did enemy guns. ‘Gen. Mark 
Clark, impressed by the valor of the 82nd, 
borrowed a regimental combat team to 
help out in North Italy. Carter and his pla- 
toon were among the unlucky ones. The 
others shipped to Engiand. 

Mountain fighting was tough. The cold 
rain never seemed to stop. German ma- 
chinegunners and snipers were always on 
the job. Mortar shells got men behind 
boulders and deep in recess and crevice, 
Supplies were short. Carrying parties shut- 
tled water, food and ammo up exhausting 
trails, and paid in life for every yard. 

“The living, far too tired to pay any at- 
tention to the dead, merely stepped across 


their bodies and pushed on with their 


loads,” says the author. “The living robbed 
the dead to live maybe just a few hours 
before dying and being robbed in turn. 
We prowled around the cliffs like ghouls 
peering for a stray K-5 cracker.” 

Finally relieved, they shipped to Eng- 
land where they lived riotously before 
jumping in Holland near Arnhem into 
some of the worst fighting of the war. 
Towle, a quiet, self-possessed boy, was the 
only fellow with a bazooka when five Nazi 
tanks pinned the whole company down. 

Crawling forward, he said, “I see I'm 
going to get the Congressional today.” He 
fought it out at point blank range, forc- 
ing them to withdraw. A few minutes 
later and a mortar shell killed him. He got 
his Medal of Honor posthumously.

Deer Season 
= Opens Nov. 5; 
More Liberal 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 4 (AP) 
= Missouri hunters may _ shoot 
either buck or doe deer in 15 
counties this year, the State Con- 
servation Commission decided to- 


day. 

Only bucks may be killed in 17 
other counties. 

The deer season was set for 
Nov. 5 through 7—three weeks 
earlier than last year’s five-day 
season. A special archery deer 
season was set for Crawford coun- 
ty, Oct. 22 through 24. 

The quail season stays the same 
as last year—Nov. 10 to Dec. 31. 

Here are the 15 counties where 
the deer herd is large enough to 
permit either bucks or does to be 
killed: 

Carter, Crawford, Dent, Frank- 
lin, Gasconade, Jefferson, Oregon, 
Ozark, Phelps, Reynolds, Ripley, 
Shannon, Ste. Genevieve, Taney 
and Washington. 

Six new counties were added to 
the area where only bucks may be 
hunted: Johnson, Miller, Maries, 
Camden, Texas and Barry. Oth- 
ers open to buck hunting are 
Osage, Stone, Douglas, Howell, 
Butler, Wayne, Iron, St. Francois, 
Madison, Bollinger and Perry. 

Last year hunters bagged about 
1600 bucks. This year commis- 
sion experts estimate the total kill 
may approach 3000. 

The new “any deer” regulation 
is the biggest liberalization of the 
rules since legal deer hunting was 
resumed in 1944 after several 
closed seasons. 
~ Now, the commission said, the 
deer herd in the 15 any deer 
‘counties “has reached the stage 
‘where harvest can dhe placed on 
‘the same basis as quail, rabbits, 
fish and other species without in- 
‘terfering with the healthy prog- 
‘ress of the herd.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—The 
mail and news wires recently 
have brought evidence that the 
presidential bug is biting Harold 
C. Stassen again. 

In the mail came a volume 


from Doubleday & Co. entitled 
“Man Was Meant to Be Free.” 
The book is made up of selected 
statements by Stassen. The volume 
will — for publication 
Oct. 

Site's book carries a fore- 
wora by Amos J. Peaslee, an in- 
ternational lawyer of New York 
and Washington who saw a man 
of destiny in Stassen some years 
ago and never lost his faith. 

On the news wires came a story 
from St. Louis saying that a 
group of Republicans’ there 
planned to open a Stassen-for- 
President headquarters. 


Activity in Nebraska. 


And in Lincoln, Nebr., the old 
Stassen cohorts, Warren Burger 
and Elmer Ryan of Minneapolis, 
conferred with Nebraska politi- 
ci: ns on the possibility of enter- 
ing Stassen in that state’s presi- 
dential preferential primary next 
spring. 

These incidents suggest that 
Stassen is a serious candidate for 
the Republican nomination in 
1952. They indicate also there is 
substance to the reports that Stas- 
sen is earnestly trying to convince 
his former followers that he is 
not a stalking horse for Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

Stassen’s forthcoming book par- 
ticularly has all the earmarks of 
history repeating itself. 

In 1947, when the young Min- 
nesota liberal was campaigning 
through the country for delegate 
support, a similar book appeared, 
called “Where I Stand,” by the 
same publishing house. 

Platform For ‘Crusade.’ 

That book, outlining the “pro- 
gressive” philosophy of Stassen 
and the internationalist wing of 
the Republican party, was the 
platform on which Stassen carried 
his “crusade” to the people. 


The Stassen crusade reached its 


peak in the Wisconsin and Ne- ; 


braska primaries early in 1948. 
His campaign began to crack 

in the Oregon primaries, where 

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey made his 


nomination. He may be hard to 
stop if Gen. Eisenhower refuses 
to accept the Republican nomina- 
tion, thus pulling the rug out from 
under Gov. Déwey and other “stop 
Taft” leaders. 

Stassen maneuvers, which look 
like an avowed candidacy, may 
well be a precautionary move to 
organize strength in the “stop 
Taft” wing of the party in the 
event Eisenhower is not available 
to his draft board.

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RAILWAYS SEEK ADDED 


FREIGHT RATE RISE 


Will Apply to ICC for Full 
15 Pct. Boost of 
Earlier Request. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 4 (UP)—The 
Nation’s railroads announced last 
night they will ask the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to recon- 
sider its decision on freight rate 
boosts and authorize. the full 15 
per cent increase sought by the 

ers. 

The carriers asked for a 15 per 
cent freight rate hike in March. 
The ICC subsequently approved 
two increases amounting to a 
total of 9 per cent in the East 
and 6 per cent elsewhere. 

Spokesmen for the railroads 
said hte increases authorized by 
the ICC were inadequate to en- 
able the railroads to maintain 
their properties so as to provide 
adequuate and efficient service to 
shippers and to fulfill their obli- 
gations to the national defense. 

The announcement was made 
by John J. Fitzpatrick, chairman 
_of the Traffic Executives Associa- 
tion of Eastern Railroads; J. G. 
KerrX chairman of the Southern 
Freight Association; and W. H. 
Dana, chairman of the Western 
Traffic Association. 

The decision was reached fol- 
lowing a meeting in Chicago yes- 
terday of traffic executives of all 
major railroads. 

The spokesmen said the action 
of the ICC does not afford ade- 
quate revenue. They said freight 
rates have lagged far behind 
other increases in prices and have 
not contributed substantially to 
consumers’ costs.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 4 (AP)—A

Strongly Built, Hidden Bunkers 
Stall Allied Advance in Korea 


Log-and-Dirt Defenses Give Reds Maximum 
Protection — Tunnels Provide 
Acess From Rear. 


ON THE EASTERN FRONT, 
Korea, Oct. 4 (INS)—One of the 
oldest defensive weapons in the 
world is holding up the United 


Nations advance on the eastern 
front and making Allied foot sol- 
diers pay a terrible price in blood 
for every inch of ground. 
It is the log and dirt bunker, 
a covered thench or dugout im- 
mune to all but the heaviest ar- 
tillery. They cover the moun- 
tains of Korea now like a rash, 
and are the main reason why 
Americans have not been able to 
take Heartbreak Ridge despite 
more than three weeks of desper- 
ate assaults. 

The Reds are building their 


bunkers so strong that sometimes 
Allied artillery literally has to 
shove mountain tops down over 
them in order to knock them out. 

Communists crouching under 
eight to ten feet of earth, stone 
and logs ean fire at U.N. troops 
crawling up the mountain slopes, 
eat their meals and get supplies 
through tunnels running under 
the tops of mountains—and they 
can do it without being seen by 
Allied observers. 

The big 8-inch howitzer is the 
only weapon, artillery officers say, 
that can put a bunker out of com- 
mission. Even an §8-inch shell 
with two hundred pounds of ex- 
plosive will explode harmlessly on 


the bunkers crust unless it 1s 
equipped with a delayed fuse. 

_ Col. Edwin A. Walker of Center 
Point, Tex., as artillery officer 
of the Second Division, has the 
task of locating the Red pillboxes 
and destroy them. 

Finding them is sometimes the 
hardest part of the job. Many are 
more than six months old and the 
summer foliage on top has made 
them almost invisible from the 
air. Attacking ground = troops 
sometimes cannot see them be- 
cause the bunkers often are above 
a minor crest that shields them 
from the eyes of anyone directly 
below. 

What makes the bunkers es- 
pecially effective is the way they 
are linked with Communist mor- 
tar positions. 

Many of the bunkers can not 
be approached from the front ex- 
cept in single file along a narrow 
finger ridge. These approaches 
have all been previously zeroed 
in by red mortar crews who can 
blast anything that moves along 
the path. 

One artillery officer thinks 
atomic artillery shells would be 
the answer.

DARMSTADT, Germany, Oct.

HOUSE VOTES FOR CONTROL 
OF RADIO IN EMERGENCY 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP)— 
As a precaution against atomic 
war, the House today approved 
legislation authorizing the Presi- 
dent to use, control or close any 
or all United States radio stations 
in the event of national emerg- 
ency. 

The idea is to prevent piloted 
aircraft or guided missiles from 
“homing” on a radio transmitting 
station. In supporting the bill 
before the Commerce Committee, 
Defense Department witnesses 
particularly mentioned the possi- 
bility of enemy atomic attack. 

The House approved two 
amendments to the bill, which 
now goes back to the Senate. 

The President could take over 
the stations for any length of 
time he saw fit after proclaiming 
the cxistence of a war or threat 
of war, a state of public peril or 
disaster, or other national emerg- 
ency.

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Adding Color to Culinary Art 


~ Scandinavian Dishes Appeal to More Than Just the Palate 


By Hoyt Alden 


F YOU'VE never made the ac- 
quaintance of vian cook- 
ing, your culinary education has 
a blind spot, to mix a metaphor. 
e Scandinavians take WS cog eat- 


food dish should appeal to more 
than just the palate. ‘ 

One of the most typical of 
Swedish dishes, and one which 
most aptly illustrates the point 
made above, is a dish called veal 
with dill sauce. When you try 
it you will see why many people 
consider the -Scandinavians the 
most civilized of people. 

This dish can be made with 
either veal or lamb, whichever 
you prefer. If you make it with 
lamb, it’s advisable to boil the 
meat the day before to skim off 
all the fat. 

Allright: Put four to five pounds 
of meat in boiling water and skim 
it well when it first begins to 
boil. You should use one and a 
half to two quarts of water. Add 
one to two tablespoons of salt 
and four or five sprigs of dill. 
Cover it and let it cook slowly 
until it’s tender which will take 
‘from an hour and a half to two 
hours. 

In the meantime you can be 
making the sauce. Heat a couple 
of tablespoons of butter (or fat 
skimmed from the lamb if you use 
lamb) and add to it three table- 
spoons of flour. Heat it to a 
light gdlden paste. Gradually 
add two and a half to three cups 
of stock and when it’s blended 
add two tablespoons of vinegar 
and sugar and salt to taste. The 
flavor you are seeking is sweet 
and sour. Now add three table- 
spoons of finely chopped dill and 
let the works simmer for eight 
to 10 minutes.

HERE’S ONE called a Sailor’s 
Stew which would give the im- 
pression that the Swiss Navy is 
the navy to join. 

Get yourself three pounds «* 
stew meat and cut it-in half-inch 
slices; and pound it. Peel and 
slice 10 or 12 potatoes.

I DON’T KNOW whether the 
Swedes invented meat balls or 
not, but I do know they can do 


‘more with them than anyone else. 


If you don’t believe it, make up 
a batch of these and try them: 
Run a pound of good round 
steak through the grinder. Add a 
chopped onion, two tablespoons of 
chopped green pepper, one egg, 
one cup of rolled corn flakes, salt 
and pepper and enough milk for 
consistency. Form it into balls 
about the size of an egg. 
Now put a little fat in a heavy 
let along with a clove of garlic 
and brown the meat balls ; 
Now lower the flame and add a 
whole ripe skinned and cut up 
tomato. Cover and let it simmer. 
When the meat balls are half 
done, add a cup of cream, a table- 
spoon at a time. If you add it 
too fast the cream will curdle. 
When the meatballs are on the 


‘ point of being done to perfection, 


dissolve a teaspoon of flour in 
enough cream to make a cupful. 
Pour this in and cook it for five 
minutes. This amount will make 
six people happy; four people de- 
liriously ae . 


THERE ARE a lot of things you 
can do with a duck, and many of 
them good. But none of them can 
exceed this duck in orange. Not 
only is it a knockout, but can be 
prepared far ahead of the dinner, 
and you're pretty sure how it’s 
going to taste. 


You'll need two ducks weighing 

about three pounds each. Cleaned, 
of course. Now peel one orange 
and remove every bit of the white 
pulp. Divide it into sections. Now 
mix the orange with a pound of 
seedless grapes. Fill each duck 
with this fruit mixture and then 
seal the openings by filling them 
with heels of bread and then sew- 
ing them. 
Put them in a 425-degree oven 
and let them brown on all sides, 
basting with a little butter. In the 
meantime put the orange peel in 
a pan of water and let it boil for 
an hour. When it is ready, peel 
off the white and cut the yellow 
rind into tiny cubes to be used in 
the gravy. 

Make the gravy by heating 
three tablespoons of butter, add- 
ing three-fourths of a cup of flour, 
and then gradually adding a can 
of consomme and liquid from the 
duck gizzards which you've also 
been boiling. Season it with salt 
and pepper and then two table- 
spoons of port wine, one table- 
spoon of curacoa, the chopped giz- 
zards and salt and pepper. 

Now put the ducks in the kettle 
with the gravy, being sure the 
kettle is large enough to hold év- 
erything, with a lid on. Turn 
them now and then to keep them 
from sticking. Just before serv- 
ing add the chopped orange peel. 
If it cooks toe long it gets bitter. 
Serve these ducks with mashed 
potatoes and green peas and you 
have a meal to the king’s taste.

Prisoners Squabble in Soviet Camps 


Women Fight for Place to Dry Work Clothes; They Made Garb From American Flour Bags

HREE HUNDRED and fifty- 

five miles northwest of the 

port of Magadan is the wom- 
en’s regimen camp of Elgen. 
“Regimen” is a Soviet euphem- 
ism, and in this case means a 
stricter regimen, or disciplinary 
camp. 

Magadan is a day and a half 
by truck from this camp. That is 
theoretical, of course. For pris- 
oners who are sent into the virgin 
forest, return to the port city 
is very rare indeed. There is 
something so attractive about this 
forest that most prisoners never 
leave it at all. Another attraction 
is the number of snug, hidden 
cemeteries in the taiga; with 
their small tablets, marked only 
by a number, they blend beau- 
tifully into the landscape. So 
many prisoners cannot resist the 
appeal of such a grave. 

I had already passed through 
the women’s camps in Magadan, 
Balagannoye, Talon, and the in- 
valid camp near Magadan. In the 
fourth year of my imprisonment 
in Kolyma 1 was shipped off to 
Elgen. This was not a punish- 
ment for anything I had done, 
but because I was a foreigner. 
And foreigners or people of Ger- 
man extraction, even though they 
may have been Soviet citizens all 
their lives, were during the war 
removed as far as possible from 
the port of Magadan; they were 
sent deep into the taiga. 

Balagannoye and Talon are 
small camps where ordinarily 
there are no more than a few 
hundred women. The two largest 
women’s camps in Kolyma are in 
Magadan and Elgen; they average 
1000 or more inmates. 

At the entrance to the small 
settlement of Elgen we are 
greeted by a wooden, green 
painted arch, a kind of arch of 
triumph, on which in huge red 
letters is the inscription: “Long 
live the great Stalin.” That 
makes us feel at home immedi- 
ately. We may be ragged, hun- 
gry, lousy and frozen, but the 
great Stalin is with us where- 
ever we go. 

Then comes another arch, a 
large wooden one with a gate 
beneath, which is adorned with 
another inscription, one slightly 
sed “tr but equally to the

A crowned by barbed wire; there 

are two rows of barbed wire 
outside the palisade, ringing the 
entire camp except for the en- 
trance. Within the camp there are 
also two rows of barbed wire; if 
prisoners approach closer than a 
yard to them, the guards may 
shoot without warning. At the 
corners of the camp are wooden 
watch towers, each with its guard. 
The gate is so wide that the cus- 
tomary rows of five prisoners can 
be admitted easily. Next to the 
gate is a narrow door meant only 
for one person. It is connected 
with the guardroom and can be 
opened only by the commander 
of the guard. 

The guardroom is a_ small 
wooden structure in which the 
commander of the guard and the 
Suards stay. It has a small win- 
dow that looks out on the road, 
so that the commander can see 
from a distance whether anyone 
is approaching the camp. A sec- 
ond window looks out on a nar- 
row hallway that leads to the 
door. On the commander’s desk 
is a book listing all the names of 
the camp prisoners by brigades 
and by their places of work. No 
prisoner may enter or leave the 
camp without permission from 
the commander. 

There are no trees, shrubs, or 
any other greenery inside the 
camp. Not that we missed them. 
Living as close to nature as we 
prisoners did, spending, for ex- 
ample, 12 hours a day chopping 
wood in the forest, quite satiated 
our desire for the beauties of na- 
ture, and our need for fresh air 
as well. 

It did not disturb us at all that

the windows in the barracks were ~ 


fixed, so that they could not be 
opened. During the three short 
summer months an open window 
would only admit the mosquitoes; 
enough of them got in anyway 
through the door. And in winter 
we were always hunting for rags, 
tow, bits of board and paper to 
stuff the holes and the cracks in 
the panes; for storm windows 
were not used, although the win- 
ter temperature dropped to 70 
and 80 below zero. 

The living barracks are about 
65 to 70 feet long, 21 to 25 feet 
wide, and contain approximately

100 inmates. They are one-story 
structures made of planks, the 
spaces between the boards filled 
by peat. The outer door leads 
into a tiny hall called the tambour 
where smoking is permitted; then 
comes a second door which opens 
into the barracks proper. On the 
left is the washroom, partitioned 
off by a few boards. It has an 
iron stove with an arrangement 
of cords strung over it for the 
hanging the prisoners’ wet mit- 
tens, foot-rags and shoes. These 
things can be hung overnight; 
drying clothes by day is not al- 
lowed. It is just too bad about 
the night shift. 

If a prisoner does not develop 
ulcers from the diet, he develops 
them from the daily irritation 
over drying his clothes. The gen- 
eral principle of the camp is first 
come, first served. If you come 
back to camp with your labor 
brigade at night, rush into the 
barrack just ahead of another 
brigade, and get to the stove 
first with your sopping foot-rags, 
you are lucky and can get a good 
place to dry your things. 

However, there is another 
working principle: toughness is 
next best to good luck. So if you 
have not been fortunate enough 
to get there first, you push some- 
one else’s foot-rags off to a cold 
corner, or just throw them on the 
floor, and hang your own in the 
warmest place. If someone pro- 
tests indignantly, you answer 
with a torrent of curses and 
blows of your elbows,

HIS is the favorite practice 

of the criminals who share the 

barracks with the so-called 
counterrevolutionaries. You must 
be thankful if you find your foot- 
rags at all in the morning, since 
these criminals have the pleasant 
habit of appropriating the foot- 
rags of others if they like them 
better than their own. It is im- 
possible to realize what foot-rags 
means until you have worked 
12 hours in the rain, snow, and 
woods, wearing shoes that scarce- 
ly deserve the name. 

When you return to the bar- 
racks at night, exhausted from 
work, the first sound that meets 
your ears is the squabbling in 
the washroom. That is as natural 
and inescapable as the buzz of 
mosquitoes in summer or the

howl of snowstorms in fall. It is 
as inevitable as the nocturnal 
groans and cries of the prisoners 
in their sleep. 

The washing arrangements are 
wonderfully ingenious. The water 
is in a tin container. It trickles 
out through three holes. Under- 
neath the container is a narrow 
tin basin with a drain in the 
center. The dirty water flows in- 
to a pail underneath this drain. 
If the pail is not there you are 
not allowed to wash. The water 
in the pail is also used for wash- 
ing the floor. 


In order that the water will 
flow from the container only 
when needed, small iron rods 
with iron discs at both ends can 
be moved over the holes. You 
push up the iron rod, catch a 
little water in your other hand, 
and soap your hands; then you 
let a little more water trickle 
down, soap your face, and raise 
and lower the rod ten times with- 
out getting any § significant 
amount of water.

N every barracks an elderly 
woman, medically certified as 
an invalid, was on barrack duty. 
She swept and washed the floor, 
fetched drinking water and water 
for washing, carried out used 


water and refuse, kept the stoves . 


burning and, with the aid of in- 
mates who took turns helping 
her, sawed and split the firewood. 
She brought food to the sick who 
were temporarily excused from 
work, collected dirty wash once 
a month and took it to the prison 
laundry outside the camp, 
brought back the laundry and 
distributed it. 

Her bread ration was 1714 
ounces when the top ration for 
prisoners was 21 ounces; when 
the top ration was reduced to 
17144 ounces in 1941-43, she re- 
ceived 14 ounces, and no pay at 
all from the camp. But it was 
customary for the inmates of the 
barracks to make a voluntary 
collection every month, so that 
she usually received more money 
than any of the other prisoners. 
All knew that what few decencies 
of life they had in the camp 
depended upon this old woman. 
Everyone was grateful to her. 
When we came back to the bar- 
racks, soaking wet, frozen and 
exhausted, she was there to wel- 
come us with a friendly, maternal 
smile. She contrived to steal a 
little extra firewood somewhere 
in the camp—the official ration 
of wood was always ridiculously 
small; she saw to it that the 
“tea” was hot and in adequate 
quantity; and she did not fuss 
overmuch about the snow that 
everyone tracked into the bar- 
rack. And it was she who awoke 
us in the morning when we stub- 
bornly refused to hear the bell 
for rising.

1. Undershirt (of thin linen). 

2. Short underpants (also of 
linen). 

3. Cotton print blouse. 

4. Cotton shirt in summer or 
wadded long trousers in the 
winter. 

5. Gray checked cotton kerchief 
for the head in summer, or dark 
flannel shawl in the winter. 

6. Quilted khaki jacket in sum- 
mer or lined and padded sailor- 
type jacket in winter, the so- 
called bushlat. 

7. Mosquito netting to protect 
the face in summer; wadded mit- 
tens in winter. 

8 For summer wear, men’s 
shoes of artifical leather; for 
winter wear, canvas boots com- 
monly called burki.

West opened the diamond king. 
Declarer put up the ace, and then 
led a club. West’s showing out 
was a severe shock to declarer, 
but there was nothing he could 
do about it, and he ended up by 
giving East one club and one 
heart. _ 

There is no denying that South 
had bad luck in the trump break, 
but an extremely slight precau- 
tion would have drawn the sting 
of that break! After winning the 
first trick with the diamond ace, 
South, instead of immediately at- 
tacking trumps, should have led 
and ruffed a diamond. Now when 
he laid down the club ace and 
saw the break, he could do some- 
thing about it! He could merely 
go ahead and cash his other club 
honor, then lead to the space ace 
and ruff another diamond, strip- 
ping East of that suit; then South 
should cash his spades and throw 
East in with the high trump. 
East’s forced heart return from 
the king would compensate de- 
clarer for the unlucky trump 
break.

“THE HAPPY BRIDESMAID” 


“It is natural enough to speak 
of the happy bride,” writes our 
correspondent, “but why the ‘hap- 
py bridesmaid’? Does the saying 
have a history?” 

The history of the expression 
“happy bridesmaid” in literature 
may be a short one, but surely the 
concept behind it is as old as the 
hills.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Separated Floors. 


F you commit each of these 
columns to memory, you are 
no doubt aware that the aver- 
age house floor consists of two 
layers of flooring—a subfloor and 
a finish floor. The finish floor is 
supposed to be attached securely 
to the subfloor—but sometimes 
it isn’t. When it isn’t, the two 
layers of flooring separate and 
you have creaks and bulges. 
When the underside of the 
flooring is exposed in the base- 
ment, the best way to deal with 
this is to run wood screws up 
through the subflooring into the 
finish flooring. It’s best to have 
someone heavy stand on the 


finish flooring while you insert 
the screws so that the finish 
flooring will be forced down into 
place. The action of the screw 
threads will also help to pull the 
finish flooring down. 
Screws about 1%-inch are 
mae right for this job. You 
rte want anything longer asthe 
tips may come through the top 
of the finish flooring. Set them 
into the subfloor boards in pairs
